Prisoner Wanted to Take His Life When 


Degraded, His Wife Showed Him His 


Duty and He Suffered 


Rennes, Aug. 31—The Dreyfus court- 


martial opened early today and sat 
behind closed doors until 9 o'clock. At 
9.30 
o'clock the public was admitted. 


The first witness was Captain Lebrun 
Renault, 
who repeated the alleged 


statement by Dreyfus: 
"I am inno- 


cent. In three years they will recog- 
nize my innocence. The minister'knows 
it. If I delivered documents to Ger- 
many it was to have more important 
ones in return." 


The Prisoner Protests 


Dreyfus, replying, calmly declared 


the witness' statements were inaccu- 
rate. 
He protested Renault should 


have repeated to his chiefs the utter- 
ance which began with the protesta- 
tion of innocence. "Those are manoue- 
vres" cried the prisoner, "Which fill 
honest men with indignation." 
The 


declaration made a deep impression. 


Went to Repeat It 


Continuing, Lebrun Renault said as 


soon as the four artillery men, com- 
manded by a corporal to take the pris- 
oner to the court yard for the cere- 
mony of degradation, I left the office 
immediately and was surrounded by 
several officers, to whom T/ repeated 
Dreyfus' remarks. 
General Mercier 


said to me, "Go to the Elysee and re- 
peat to the president what you told 
me." While in the ante roqm I heard 
some one make remarks discourteous 
to me. 


No Mention of It 


"Dupuy ushered ine.before the presi- 


dent, who said: "You have, had re- 
lations with Journalists and^lmve been 
indiscreet. Certain articles have ap- 
pe'aTed irf"the 'newspapers." I replied, 
perhaps journalists wer,e among per- 
sons I had seen,' but I had not spoken 
directly to journalists. 'NO 
mention 


was made of the confession, und I left 
after receiving a. lecture ' from 
the 


president. Dupuy,took me to another 
room and drew up a'semi-official note 
to the effect I had relations with the 
press." 


LeBrnn-Ronanlt Positive 


M. Demange asked LeBrun-Kenault 


if it really was conversation he had 
with Dreyfus or df the prisoners re- 
marks consisted ojf a broken dialogue, 
as Gonse had said? 


Witness—"Dreyfus spoke to me, but 


I did not reply." 


Demange—"How could the witness 


detect confesisons in the sentence con- 
taining the words, 'I am inonoent; in 
three years my innocence will be 
known." 


LeBrun-Renault—"It is not for me to 
reconcile the incfcsJSSitencies iti th« 
sentence in which the material tac:' 
'hat documents had been communicat- 
ed was admitted. It is for Dreyfus and 
the defense to explain, I heard this 
sentence.' It was only a kind of phon- 
ograph and it was repeated so without 
romemntary." 


Dreyfus Further Explains 


Replying further to M. Demange the 


witness refused to say whether the 
words of Dreyfus were a concession- 
"I have no impression whatever. Drey- 
fus said a great deal to me. I retained 
this sentence and repeated it when 
asked. If I did not mention It in th» 
report it was because the task t>t con- 
ducting Dreyfus from the prison to 
the place of degreda.tton and m.t iny 
duty to make Dreyfus talk." Continued 
q-ji-htioning did not elicit anything fur- 
lier. 


Why No mention Wan Made 


Colonel Jouaust told Dreyfus he had 


not explained why he mentioned thres 
years, Dreyfus replied: 


"I did not give three years as- the 


term. I only said I hoped in twa or 
three years my innocence would be re- 
cognized. And I wish to state, mv 
colonel, that the letters of General 
Gonse show my words, not the sense 
thfe evil minded sought to give them

For 
five minutes the race for life continued. 
Finally Sapiro's cries attracted the at- 
tention of McKay, who came running to 
the side of the vat. He was so terrified 
by what he saw that he became rooted 
to the ground, and in a daze watched the 
chase. Sapiro cried desperately for help. 
The shaft had reached its maximum 
speed and the man between the knives 
could not last long. In the meantime a 
slip on the capper bottom meant horrible 
death. Sapiro was on his last legs when 
workmen from other parts of the build- 
Ing heard his cries and stopped the ma- 
chinery, when Sapiro fell to the bottom 
of the vat exhausted, fje was unhurt

Without having investigated the con- 


ditions, Secretary Wilson inclines to 
the opinion that the abandoned farms 
in New England have been deprived of 
phosphates, potash, nitrogencous mat- 
ter and the other essential ingredients 
of production by unscientific farming, 
and that by careful culture the fertility 
of the sioil can be restored. 
A 
soil 


physicist will be despatched to make a 
careful analysis of the soil to determine 
exactly what it lacks. 
The secretary 


thinks that the planting of grasses, 
legumes, clover, etc., will restore the 
nitrogen, and that phosphates can be 
had by the introduction of domestic 
animals. 
Potash must be purchased. 


The secretary is very sanguine in his 
belief that science' can reclaim these 
once fertile, but long abandoned, farms

'General Roget, Major Lauth, 
Captain Cuignet and M. Gribelin, the 
principal keeper of the archives of the 
war office, form one soterie, General 
Mercier and General Gonse form an- 
other, and General Billot and General 
De Boisdeffre a third. 
According to 


one report the first two coteries intend 
to throw over General De Boisdeffre, 
whom they feel to be faltering, and de- 
clare that he "is responsible (or all the 
errors and illegalities of the court-mar- 
tial of 1894, thus nikking him the scape- 
goat. AccordihjB to another report, Gen- 
eral Roget, who was not implicated in 
1S94, and who~even,.fought against Drey- 
fus because he^ inherited from his pre- 
decessors the responsibility for so do- 
ing, and placed over-confidence in the 
accounts of the matter furnished him 
by the general staff, will cut himself 
loose from Generals Mercier, Gonse and 
De Boisdeffre.

Zanesvllle, O., Aug. 31.—Every possible 


effort was made by the Democratic con- 
vention yesterday to nominate Colonel 
James Kilbourne for lieutenant gov- 
ernor, but after a dozen of the close per- 
sonal friends had withdrawn his name 
and declared that Colonel Kil'bourne 
would decline, this effort was abandoned. 
The convention closed last night after 
a day of dramatic plays. While there 
were a half dozen other candidates for 
governor, the McLean men had claimed 
everything with such confidence that 
they undertook to be magnanimous in 
minor parts. They stated early in the 
day that all the candidates would have 
their respective votes on the first ballot. 
McLean was nominated on the first bal- 
lot by a half vote. 


It is claimed that he could have had 
1478 votes out of the S02 on the first bal- 
lot, instead of 402%, and that he would 
have had over 500 on the second ballot. 
At any rate the delegates all voted for 
their local favorites on the first ballot, 
and thus the program of complimenting 
them was carried out without the leader 
drawing from any of his competitors. 


The convention, much of the time, was 


beyond the control of the sergeant-at- 
arms and his assistants. 


The convention was properly repre- 


sented in its platform, and the keynote 
speech of Judge Mooney. 
The name 


of Bryan was cheered whenever it was 
mentioned. 
The convention made dem- 


onstrations over free silver and anti-im- 
perialism, anti-bossism and all the in- 
dictments in the 
speech 
of Judge 


Mtooney and in the platform. 


The platform heartily reaffirms the 


entire Chicago platform of 1896, especial- 
ly emphasizing the financial plank, and 
says William J. Bryan "still retai-ns our 
entire confidence, and we demand his re- 
nomination in 1900." 


It declares radical and unalterable op- 


position to imperialism in the United 
States of America, saying: "When we 
have solved some of the race problems 
that confront us at home, then by ex- 
ample, we can proclaim the blessings 
that flow upon free institutions and thus 
procure benevolent assimilation, with- 
out criminal aggression." 


It commends the action of congress in 


declaring that the war with Spain was 
for humanity, and not for conquest. It 
refers to the "valor and glorious achieve- 
ments of our gallant soldiers and sail- 
ors," and adds: "Butwe profoundly re- 
gret that American soldiers are being 
unlawfully used in the name of liberty, 
to crush and destroy dawnins Repub- 
licanism in the Orient, and we denounce 
the secret and vicious alliance now in 
evidence between England,and the-Re- . 
publican administration, whereby this 
nation may become involved in war with 
foreign nations." 
. It demands that the Cubans and Fili- 
pinos be encouraged to establish inde- 
pendent 
republics. The 
Republican 


party is denounced "for its 38 years of 
a'hject subserviency to the shipping in- 
terest of Gj-eaixBritain." Also the so- 
called 
Hanna-Payne 
shipping 
bill, 


"which, if jwiacted into law, would 
further shackle our interests." 


It favors the maintenance of an ef- 


ficient navy, but says that a large stand- 
ing army in our republic is a menace to 
liberty. 


It favors the initiative and referendum, 


the passage of the eight-hour law, the 
more rigid inspection of mines and work- 
shops, the prohibition of sweat shops, 
and the abolition of the contract system 
of prison labor. 


It declares that all unlawful combina- 


tions of capital are the legitimate fruits 
of a gold standard and other corrupt 
Republican legislation, demands that 
articles the prices of which are controlled 
by the trusts be placed on the free lists, 
denounces the attorney general of the 
United States for his refusal to enforce 
the statutes against trusts. 


It denounces political bosses who live 


and exist through jobs arid schemes 
loaded upon the taxpayers, and con- 
cludes: "We recommend a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the elec- 
tion of president, vice president and 
United States senators by direct vote of 
the people. 


"We favor such appropriations by the 


legislature as may be necessary to insure 
the success of the centennial to 'be held 
at Toledo. 


"That the trusts can be controlled by 


the States only, and not by the general 
government, is a matter of no conse- 
quence to us, if they can be controlled 
at all. The Republican party is at fault 
so long as the attorney general of the 
United States is selected and inducted 
into office because he is a trust lawyer, 
and so long as an attorney general of the 
State of Ohio is retired to private life be- 
cause he has undertaken in this respect 
to enforce the law, the Republican party 
must fail in its declaration that it is op- 
posed to trusts. 


"We charge that the Republican party, 


as at present controlled, stands for, if 
Indeed it has not already entered into, 
an Anglo-American alliance. We have 
no desire, we perceive no necessity, to 
aid Britain in the maintenance of a 
British policy anywhere, and with full 
confidence in the strength of our cause 
and country, we ask no aid from Britain 
in maintaining American policy any- 
where that it is necessary or desirable 
to maintain one. We adhere to the 
Monroe doctrine. We are loyal to the 
counsels of Washington's farewell ad- 
dress. We are not prepared to accept 
the ancient antagonisms of England as 
our own, nor to participate with her in 
her new-found hates or envies, and at 
this juncture, when England' isees its 
power slipping away and perceives with 
alarm the great advance of Germaji 
manufacture in the world's trade, we 
have not discovered any reason why we 
Should side with England and occose 
the'advance of Germany. "We oppose 
the Anglo-American alliance, we would 
equally oppose any other alliance, and 
our motto will continue to be, in the 
future as in the past, one flag, one coun- 
try arid one allegiance."

MILITARY ORGANIZATION. 


An Important Question Called Up by the G. A. R. 


Encampment In Philadelphia—Surviving Corps 


Commanders Who Wore the Blue or the 


Gray In the Titanic Struggle of 1861-5.

T IS conceded by Grand Army men 
that the proposal to take in Spanish 
war veterans, which is to have a 


rehearing at the encampment in Phil- 
adelphia, Sept. 4 to 11, is an extremely 
radical measure. Should it prevail, the 
character of the order will be revolu- 
tionized. But the opponents of the 
measure are men of the broadest views, 
and as a compromise it will be suggest- 
ed that a new order of American veter- 
ans be formed to which every old sol- 
dier of good record shall be eligible. A 
society so constituted would be the 
realization of the dream ofo a quarter 
of a century, the permanent" reunion of 
the blue and the gray. That the time 
is ripe for it no one who has observed 
the spirit of former foes for the last 
decade or more can doubt. 


v At the blue and gray banquet in Chi- 
cago in 1S95 an enthusiastic patriot, 


armies, 


The rosters of famous corps generals 


of the civil war on both sides now liv- 
ing form an interesting study. Of the 
lieutenant generals of the south there 
icmain Longstreet, A. P. Stewart, Ste- 
phen D. Lee, Buckner, \Vade Hampton, 
John B. Gordon and Joseph Whpplpr. 
Of about the same rank in the northern 
army and exercising 
commands of 


about the same importance there are 
now surviving 15 major generals class- 
ed strictly as corps commanders. These 
are Generals J. M. Schofleld, the prede- 
cessor of General Miles as the com- 
mander of the United States army; 
William F. Smith, usually called "Old 
Baldy:" D. S. Stanley, John G. Parke, 
A. McD. McCook, Lew Wallace, the sol- 
dier-author; O.O.Howard, the Christian 
soldier; Franklin, Fitz John Porter, 


sent General Schofleld forward with such 
troops as could be rallied from those 
which Sherman had left behind as rail- 
way guards and re-ent'orcements or- 
dered up from different points in Ten- 
nessee. He was himself the com- 
mander of the Twenty-third corps, and, 
having that command as well as the 
Fourth corps under him, he was in 
point of fact the leader of a small army. 
After some skirmishing and a. fighting 
retreat from Columbia to Franklin on 
the Harpeth, he settled down to the de- 
fense of some old intrenchments cov- 
ering the crossing of the Harpeth. The 


Twenty-third corps In the Intrench- 
ments. 
His chief opponent that day 


was General A. P. Stewart. Both Cox 
and Stanley had previously met Stewart 
and Lee in battle during the Atlanta 
campaign. All of the troops engaged 
at Franklin had taken part in the 
campaign from Dalton to Atlanta, 
the results of which led Sherman 
to set out on his march to the sea. In 
this campaign, also, General Wheeler 
was a brilliant participant, having com- 
mand of the cavalry. While his force 
was comparatively small, it was very 
active in defending the flank of the 
Confederates during the several battles 
which took place in front of Atlanta 
and after the army had become cooped 
up, so to speak, in the city, Wheeler 
was active in raiding behind the camps 
of the enemy. 


Of the 15 corps commanders on the 
Federal side now living, Wheeler was 


Burnside advanced from the north to 
Nashville in order to draw the Con- 
federate troops away from the force 
defending Chattanooga. He succeeded 
in tempting the Confederate commander 
to send Longstreet against him, and, 
as Burnside retreated into Knoxville. 
Longstreet drew his division up and at- 
tempted to carry the place by assault. 
It was a terrible fight, and Longstreet 
was defeated. 


Longstreet, it will be remembered by 


those at all familiar with the his- 
tory of the war, was an eastern com- 
mander, and, as stated elsewhere in 
this article, was known as the "Old 
War Horse" of Robert E. Lee. With 
the exception of this expedition to the 
west in 1SC3. which brought him into 
the battles of Chickamauga and Knox- 
ville, Longstreet always fought with 
the army of northern Virginia. At 
Chickamauga he was directly opposed 


lace met the enemy at the crossings of 
thf Monocacy, and, although he was 
defeated and had to retreat, he held the 
enemy for a whole day. In this battle 
Wallace was also opposed by three 
other Confederates who now survive, 
but whose names are not included in 
the list of corps commanders. They 
were Generals Imboden and Rosser, 
noted cavalry leaders in the Shenan- 
doah valley, and General George H. 
Stewart, who was in command of the 
Maryland brigade in the Confederate 
army. Gordon also fought Wallace at 
Monocacy. 


Howard has already been spoken of 


as the antagonist of A. P, Stewart, Joe 
Wheeler and S. D. Lee in the west. He 
also had for an antagonist in the At- 
lanta campaign General S. G. French, 
who still survives. The most brilliant 
opponent of Howard now living, or, 
at 
least, the one with whom he 


was more directly in contact, was 
General John B. Gordon. 
Howard 


and Gordon fought on opposing sides 
at 
the battle of Fair Oaks, Vir- 


ginia, in May, 18C2, and it should 
also be said that General 
Long- 


street was engaged on the Confederate 
side of that battle. Howard and Gor- 
don were again opposed at the battle 
of Chanc-ellorsville, and Howard and 
Longstrc^t at the battle of Fredericks- 
burg. At the battle of Gettysburg 
Howard's corps and Gordon's division 
were engaged in the fierce struggle 
north of the city on the 1st of July. 


Seven of the living Federal generals 


were directly opposed in some of the 
severest battles by General Longstreet. 
Among these Smith, Parke, McCook and 
Howard have already been mentioned. 
During the heavy battles in 18G2 Gen-

from civil life to flght In the Spanish. 
American war, as were Fitz-Hugh LM 
and Rosser, fought both of these Con- 
federates in many sword combats, as 
he did also that other brilliant cavalry- 
man, now surviving, General Wade 
Hampton. 


Many times since 1865 the teeiing has 


been current that the fraternization of 
fonucr foes would be accelerated if the 
nation engaged in a foreign war. The 
restored Union, combining under one 
flag the martial valor of the north and 


tha 
thla 


the south, could stand against 
world. 
The ailspicious hour for 


demonstration was deferred until 1898. 
when the once noble ranks had been 
gathered in by the reaper, death. So. 
one can imagine Columbia, had she 
been called upon to face the allied pow- 
ers instead of pitiful Spain, lamenting, 
like Napoleon on the eve of Waterloo, 
the absence of those marshals who had 
led embattled hosts to victory on a 
hundred battlefields. 
Gone on that 


fateful day in 1815 were Murat and 
Kellerman and Macdonald and Au- 
gereau and Lannes and Desaix. No 
more would Massena and Marmont and 
Victor and Soult, Oudinot and B,ern- 
adotte with their indomitable legions 
<l°fy all Europe to still the magical cry, 
"Vivi: L'Emperuer!" 


But, though the republic has now no 


Grant, no Lee. no Sherman, no Jackson, 
no Hood, no Thomas, there still remain 
a Miles and a Wheeler, a Wilson and a 
scion of the great Lee, representatives 
of the younger blood which followed 
those mighty captains in battle. And 
these surviving leaders, together with 
the shades of their fallen compeers, 
gave martial spirit to the newe^ gen- 
eration of warriors. There was no Far- 
ragut in 1898, but there was a Dewey, 
trained in his school; no Cushing from 
the north, but Hobson from the south 
answered for him when the hour called 
for a hero. A northern Ellsworth there 
was none as a first offering to the god of 
war, but there was a southern Bagley to 
die at the dawning of the conflict, no- 
ble witness that at the end of the cen- 
tury the republic knows no north and 
no south in patriotic devotion and mar- 
tial honor. 


The once foes are friends, the once 


enemies are comrades in battle. Their 
mantles and the mantles of those who 
hare crossed to the immortal bivouac' 
must fall upon gallant shoulders, and 
the spectacle the close of the century 
presents makes the lover of his country 
feel that never in the history of that 
country was there a fitter time than 
this to wish long life to the army, long 
life to the triumphs of A»erican valor.

No doubt, some who read of 
that notable gathering considered it 
premature and only the dim foreshad- 
owing of a reconciliation which must 
be postponed to the next century, to the 
time when the descendants of the vet- 
erans of the civil war would be bound 
by natural ties which shall tear asun- 
der old enmities. Thoughts of that na- 
ture, pertinent then, have been made 
obsolete by the national uprising' of 
1898. 


There are 115 ex-generals of the Con- 


federacy now living, 79 below Mason 
and IMxon's line and 36 in the very 
heart of the Union which they fought 
against in the north and in the west. 
No word -of protest against the unan- 
imous support of the flag in the war 
against Spain was heard from any state 
of the old Confederacy. Wheeler, Lee, 
Rosser, Douglas, Butler and a score of 
colonels took down their tried battle 
•word* and put on the national blue in 
1898. About an equal number of offi- 
cers appointed from civil life to serve 


Sigel, Cox, Sickles, Palmer, McCler- 
nand and Wilson. The interesting thing 
about these rosters is that the dis- 
tinguished names . on them represent 
soldiers of the north and south who 
fought directly against each other in 
the civil war, and are now, and have 
for many years, been united by ties 
of friendship. 


General Schofleld won his greatest 


fame in battle fighting against Stewart 
and S. D. Lee. At an early period of 
the war General Schofleld served beyond 
the Mississippi, and, while his services 
were valuable, they were not inde- 
pendent or prominent, but it so hap- 
pened that the results of Sherman's 
march to the sea made it possible for a 
decisive battle to be fought upon a 
comparatively small scale In central 
Tennessee, and of'that battle General 
Schofleld came out the hero. This was 
at Franklin, Nov. 30, 1864. 


Taking advantage "of Sherman's ab- 


sence marching through Georgia, the 
daring and indomitable General J. B. 
Hood set out with his 40,000 seasoned 
troops to dash upon Nashville, Louis- 
ville and possibly Chicago. There was 
no organized army in the west to op- 
pose this movement. General Thomas 
had been ordered to gather his scatter- 
ed forces at Nashville and attempt to 
keep Hood south of the Ohio river, at 
least. In order to delay the march of 
Hood north of the Tennessee, Thomas 


intention was to delay Hood and grad- 
ually withdraw the whole force to 
Nashville, where Thomas intended to 
give battle to the Confederates should 
they be hardy enough to attack him 
there. 


About 4 o'clock on the 30th of No- 


vember Hood threw the largest part of 
his force against the intrenchments of 
the Fourth and Twenty-fourth corps. 
From that hour until sundown raged 
one of the severest battles of the civil 
war. More than 6,000 Confederates were 
killed and wounded, and within a very 
narrow space in the center of the bat- 
tlefield, a point in front of the strong- 
hold of Schofield's line, there were 13 
dead and wounded Confederate gen- 
erals. 
Of the defenders of Franklin, 


Schofield and Stanley and Cox are now 
living. 
Of the southern corps com- 


manders who led the terrible attack, 
there now survive Lieutenant Generals 
A. P. Stewart and Stephen D. Lee. 


General Stanley was the hero of a 


personal episode at Franklin. The Con- 
federates sprang their attack very sud- 
denly, and at that time General Stanley, 
being in very poor health, had crossed 
the Harpeth river and was. in consul- 
tation with General Schofleld some dis- 
tance from the firing line. At the first 
sound of the attack he threw himself 
upon his horse and dashed to the flght 
at a galloping pace. Now, when he 
reached the center of the Federal line, 
he found that his troops were in mo- 
tion and engaged in a countercharge. 
He went in with them and soon re- 
ceived a very painful and disabling 
wound in the neck. General Cox in 
that battle handled the troops of the 


directly opposed to five in heavy bat- 
tles. 
These were Generals "Baldy'' 


Smith during the Chattanooga cam- 
paign, General McCook at the battle of 
Stone's river, and again at Chick- 
amauga; General Howard in the At- 
lanta campaign, and also Cox a.r" 
Palmer. Before going to the west, 
General "Baldy" Smith, a favorite lead- 
er in the army of the Potomac, had 
many a bout with the forces of Long- 
street and Hampton. Smith originally 
commanded the famous Vermont bri- 
gade, but when the heavy fighting came 
on he was in command of a division in 
the Sixth corps. In front of Richmond, 
and during the Seven. Days' battles, as 
well as throughout the Maryland and 
Fredericksburg 
campaigns 
pf 1862. 


Smith's division and his corps, for he 
at one time commanded the Sixth 
corps, were directly opposed by Long- 
street's corps, and by Wade Hampton, 
who was commanding a brigade in Jeb 
Stuart's cavalry. '"Baldy" Smith was 
a noted fighter, and after the fall of 
Chattanooga he came back to the army 
of the Potomac and had command of 
the Eighteenth corps in the battle of 
Cold Harbor and the attacks on Peters- 
burg. On both fields he encountered 
Longstreet's troops. 


General John G. Parke must be put 


down as commander of the Ninth army 
corps, the body of troops made famous 
under General Burnside. 
This corps 


fought in the east and West. Long- 
street was encountered by Parke on 
both fields. It was at the assault on 
Knoxville, Tenn., in 1863, that Long- 
street and Parke were opposed. In the 
west, previous to that time. General 


by General Alexander McDowell Mc- 
Cook, who commanded one corps of the 
Federal army, as Longstreet did his 
own eastern corps of Virginia troops. 
It was Longstreet's corps which .over- 
whelmed McCook's at 
Chickamauga 


and precipitated that disaster to the 
right flank which very nearly terminat- 
ed fatally to the Federal cause. Gen- 
eral McCook fought with two others of 
the living lieutenant generals of the 
Confederacy—viz, Wheeler and Buck- 
ner. Buckner's division was opposed to 
McCook's at the battle of Perryville, 
where a disaster quite similar to Chat- 
tanooga was visited upon McCook's 
corps, lying off at one flank. This bat- 
tle ' of Perryville took place in Ken- 
tucky, where Wheeler was in command 
of the Confederate cavalry. In the bat- 
tle of Stone's river; which followed Per- 
ryville, General McCook's corps was 
also on the exposed flank, and during 
the battle Wheeler's cavalry circled 
about the Federal army and captured 
the supply trains of McCook, taking 
provisions and ammunition to the bat- 
tle of Stone's river. 


General Lew Wallace of the Federal 


army is another survivor who fought 
in the east and in the west. The first 
fight of importance in which' Wallace 
was engaged was the battle of Fort 
Donelson, where he commanded a divi- 
sion, and was engaged in a brilliant as- 
sault upon the Confederate lines com- 
manded by General Buckner. Coming 
east in 1864, Wallace' had command of 
the column which was sent out from 
Baltimore and Washington to head off 
Early's raid upon the "Federal capital. 
With a comparatively small force, Wal- 


eral Franklin commanded the Sixth 
corps, which was opposed to Long- 
street's troops at Games' Mill, during 
the Seven Days' fight, on Malvern Hill 
and in the Maryland campaign; also 
at Freclericksburs, after which Frank- 
lin was transferred to the west. In the 
same-battles Longstreet was opposed to 
Fitz John Porter, but the most dramatic 
meeting of these two renowned fighters 
was at the second battle of Bull Run, 
the conflict with which General Fitz 
John Porter's name has been associated 
in history. It was Longstreet's corps 
which Fitz John Porter held up at the 
second battle of Bull Run, and pre- 
vented from giving the army of the 
Potomac its finishing stroke, and it 
was Longstreet himseK who gave evi- 
dence of this fact and reversed the ter- 
rible verdict which a military court had 
placed against Fitz John Porter. Not 
less dramatic in its startling military 
features than the encounter with Fitz 
John Porter at Bull Run was Long- 
street's meeting with General Daniel E. 
Sickles at the battle of' Gettysburg, July 
2, 1863. Longstreet headed the attack 
against the angle at the peach orchard 
held by Sickles. The collision led to the 
remark on the part of Lincoln that 
Sickles deserved well of his country for 
having shown fight to Longstreet, 
thereby bringing on the decisive battle 
of Gettysburg. 


Of the other survivors of the Fed- 


erals, Palmer was opposed to the Con- 
federates French, Wheeler, Buckner 
and Stewart. 


General John A. McClernand, who 


took a prominent part in the battles of 
the Mississippi river up to and includ- 
ing'the battle of Vicksburg, met during 
those fights both Stewart a'id S. D. 
Lee. 


THE GREAT SEAL. 


Half a dozen state department clerks 


were talking about the war with Spain 
and the signing of the treaty of peace. 
Incidentally the great seal of the Unit- 
ed States was mentioned, says the 
Washington Star. The old clerk spoke 
up and the younger members of the 
group listened with interest, for when 
the old fellow talked, which was very 
seldom, his remarks were well worth 
hearing. 


•'Speaking of the great seal," said he, 
'do any of you 'happen to know that 
the seal of our country is in an unfin- 
ished state? 
No? Well, I thought 


not," and the old clerk smiled patroniz- 
ingly. 
"In 1782, June 20 was the exact date, 


the continental congress adopted a' 
seal. This same seal was later adopted 
by the First congress of the United 
States. Now, a design was adopted for 
both the obverse and reverse of the 
seal. With 'the former we are all famil- 
iar, or ought to be, but the other re- 
mains uncut to this day. I don't know 
why it is so, anci have never heard any 
one attempt an explanation. The de- 
sign adopted for the reverse of the seal 
is an unfinished pyramid. In the zenith 
there is an eye in a triangle surrounded 
with a glory of sunburst. On the base 
of the pyramid appear the numerical 
letters, MDCCLXXVI. 
'Over the eye 


are the words, 'Annuit Coeptis,' and 
under xhe base, 'Novus Ordo Seclorum.' 


"The pyramid signifies strength and 


duration. The eye over it and the mot- 
to allude to the interpositions of Prov- 
idence in favor of the American cause. 
The date underneath is that of the 
Declaration of Independence, and the 
words under it signify the beginning of 
the new American era which commenc- 
ed from that date. 


"Now, some of you young men who 


have plenty of time, go to work and 
find out why the reverse of the seal of 
your country has not been cut, as pro- 
vided for by congress."

The plain fact is that a group of "en- 
terprising" Journals, in which the 
Times for this occasion includes itself, 
are Journals which have thrown honor 
to the winds for the sake of a momen- 
tary1 advantage- The president's speech 
was given iu strict confidence to the 
Associated Press and was in the offices 
of all Associated Press subscribers long 
before noon on the day it was delivered. 
The Transcript might have sent it out 
in a special edition for the dinner hour 
had it chosen to be as dishonorable! as 
the Times. We go to press at 4 o'clock, 
and though the president's speech was 
then all in type in our office we were 
forced to issue without it, for, in reply 
to our query concerning the Pittsburg 
home-coming, the Associated Press 
wired us: "Pittsburg delayed five hours, 
non-arrival troops. Hence delay send- 
ing further matter and release."

Ho can only plunge into 
the sea of his recollections a-nd bring 
up now and then a detached incident 
or name, perliapH trivial enough, per- 
haps of a significance unprrcelved at 
the time, yet destined eventually to be 


woven into that vaat fabric of realis- 
tic flction, known aa history. The real 
sum of his experience, or the memories 
of it, is embodied 
In his 
opinions. 


Opinions, as we know, are oftentimes 
variable; or they may be as set as the 
eternal hills, and yet erroneous. 


"The imagination sees much more 


than the eye. The commander of one 
ship in a certain naval action was in- 
dignant at another commander because 
the latter's report of the affair differed 
from his own: 'I could see him/1 plainly 
enough.' said the aggrieved captain, 
'and how is it that he couldn't see me?' 
The matter seemed simple enough to 
one who was not present at the fight, 
but had learned all about it from the 
accounts of others; yet both the dis- 
puting captains 
were sincere and 


truthful in relating what they thought 
they had seen, and that of which they 
were really a part. Lifelong friend- 
ships, which nothing else could shake, 
are sometimes broken by differences 
of this kind—so justly sensitive are 
men of war as to their personal rec- 
ords of bravery and honor. 


"When 
General Zachary 
Taylor, 


after the Mexican war, became presi- 
dent of the United States, 
he was 


overwhelmed with applications 
from 


veterans who had participated in the 
battle of Buena Vista. Every one of 
these old soldiers was able to give a 
detailed description of some Incident 
in the flght, and would attempt to re- 
call to the general 
circumstances 


which he could not in the least remem- 
ber, 
but which he was obliged to con- 


clude he had known and perhaps for- 
gotten. At last the old warrior ex- 
claimed, one day: "Was It a dream. 
Did I fight that battle at all? I thought 
I was there once, but if all these ac- 
counts are straight, then my memory 
has tricked me." 


"General 
McClellan, 
twenty-four 


hours after tne battle of Antietam, re- 
quested the commanders of-his four di- 
visions engaged to report their respec- 
tive positions on the field. When these 
positions were fixed on the map of the 
field, it was discovered that taken al- 
together the four divisions were placed 
directly behind one another at a sin- 
gle point, and that point directly op- 
posite the portion of the enemy's lines 
where the fighting had been thickest 


"That is the way with soldiers and 


sailors. Each man thinks himself the 
center of the action, with all the rest 
revolving about him in secondary or- 
bits. This spirit Is right and proper 
enough, and such personal narratives 
are the raw material of history, but 
they require careful editing."—From 
Frank Leslie's Popular Monthly for 
September.

HOOOHN LBAfES. 


Brief Sketch of Life of Popular 


Speaker of the House. 


Candid* For RepiibUcin NomlnttiM For 


Ututmnt 


This picture of the Hon. John L. Bates, 


speaker of the MaMaohuaetto House of 
Representatives, will excite the earnest 
Interest of our readers at this time, ow- 
ing to the fact that he Is one of the an- 
nounced candidates for the Republican 
nomination for Lieutenant Governor. 
The personality of Speaker Bates ha» 
never been very widely advertised. 
There has been a dignified and refreshing 
modesty of popular development in his 
career which in Itself Is a notable dis- 
tinction In these time* of theatrical pub- 
licity. It seems a little bit like going 
back to the good old fashioned days to 
learn how this quiet, undemonstrative 
yet forceful man has risen to political 
prominence through the exercise of in- 
tense abilities, aided only by a thorough 
American education and guided by an 
unwavering integrity of purpose. 


JOHN L. BATE$. 


Mr. Bates came of a good ancestry, 


tracing his line back to John Rogers, 
one of the early English martyrs. His 
father, like his grandfather, one of tha 
best known itinerants of the Methodist 
connection, Rev. Lewis B. Bates, T>. D., 
of Boston, was a direct descendant of 
Clement Bates, who came over in the 
Elizabeth in 1635, settling in what la now 
Hingham- 


The speaker waa bora Sept. 18, 1859, 


and following the migrations of the fam- 
ily from one preaching place to another, 
attended school in Millville, New Bed- 
ford, Chelsea and Boston, graduating 
from the Latin school in 1878, and from 
the college department of Boston Uni- 
versity in 1882, being selected by the 
college faculty as commencement ora- 
tor. While attending Boston University, 
and during the yeans of hia post-gradu- 
ate course in its law school, Mr. Bates 
during vacations served aa teacher 
in the Boston evening schools. For a 
year after his graduation, 18S2, he taught 
school in Jamestowri, N. T. His indus- 
try was such that he covered the three 
years' course at the Boston University 
law school in, two years, graduating in 
1885 "with hoiior," being admitted to the 
Suffolk bar, and at once began the estab- 
lishment of a successful practice. 


It waa inevitable that a man of Mr. 


Bates' profound conviction and personal 
ability should eventually take an Inter- 
est in politics. In 1S91 he was elected 
a member of the Boston common counr 
cil, a place which has served aa a train- 
ing school for some of the most famous 
men of Massachusetts, including several 
governors, the late Chief Justice of the 
supreme court, and many others In high 
positions. He began his legislative ser- 
vice aa representative from the first 
Suffolk district in 1894, being placed upon 
the committee on insurance, and also 
upon a special legal committee which 
prepared the revision of the corporation 
laws. Very early in the session of that 
year Mr. Bates' ability as an orator be- 
came manifest, and from that time his 
voi«e was frequently heard., his speaking 
abilities being exercised with rare judg- 
ment and discretion. 


In his second year he was made chair- 


man of the committee on insurance, and 
also was placed upon the newly created 
committee on metropolitan affairs. In 
his third year he continued to be a mem- 
ber of the latter cornmitttee, and was 
made chairman on bills in the third read- 
Ing. 


Mr. Bates was often called upon to 


preside during the sessions of 1896. It 
did not take the members of the House of 
that year long to discover that not only 
was he absolutely certain on questions 
of parliamentary law, and fully able to 
maintain the order which is necessary 
for the transaction of business, but that 
he had an easy, rapid style of dispatch- 
ing matters before the House. At the 
close of that session, it was almost cer- 
tain that Mr. Bates would become the 
next speaker of the House, and on 
organization day, January, 1S97, he was 
the unanimous choice of the members. 
He has twice unanimously been re-elect- 
ed, an honor which has been accorded 
no other man for a half century, and has 
shown such good judgment, impartiality 
and ability as a presiding officer, that 
the House is admitted to be a model for 
any deliberative body, 


Mr. Bates Is affiliated with the church 


of his father. He is a member of several 
fraternal organizations, including the 
Masons (thirty-second degree), Odd 
Fellows and the United Order of Pilgrim 
Fathers, of which he was for three years 
supreme governor, and is now a member 
of the supreme board of trustees. He is 
past jregent of the Royal Arcanum, a 
member of the A. O. U. W., the Order 
of the Golden Cross and the Order of 
Heptasophs. He was for two years 
president of the East Boston Citizens' 
Trade Association, is a director of the 
Columbia Trust company of Boston, a 
trustee of the Wildey Savings bank, a 
trustee of Boston University, and holds 
numerous other positions of trust and 
honor. 


For many years Mr. Bates, owing to 


his graceful tact as an orator, personal 
popularity and wide acquaintance, has 
been in demand as a speaker on public 
and social occasions. 


While his present candidacy will cer- 


tainly be prosecuted with whole-souled 
energy, it is a foregone conclusion that 
no exigency of the campaign will lead on 
his part to any undignified striving after 
self-exploitation.

Furthermore, the board herewith 


gives you notice that from prior an- 
alysis of the artesian well water, it 
considers it unfit for use in the city 
pipes, and shall insist that the same be 
given a thorough examination before it 
is again used for domestic purposes in 
the city.

Here Xefcell'* Voya«« U Exp«0ted to 


Embrace Familiar Counirte* Only. 
None bat Germans Will Accompany 
Him—Construction, and Equipment 
Of the Balloon. 
A balloon enterprise Is being ar- 


ranged In Berlin, the main purpose of 
which Is to discover experimentally 
how long a balloon may remain in the 
air before coming to the ground. 


Herr Zekeli is to carry out this ex- 


periment, which will be made as soon 
now as the weather is favorable, says 
the St Louis Republic. The balloon 
which will be used has already seen 
service as a captive balloon in the Ber- 
lin Industrial exhibition three years 
ago. Its cubic capacity is greater than 
the Andree airship by about 1,200 cubic 
meters (42,380 cubic" feet), while the 
car will acc6mmodate fiiO hundred- 
weight 
The difficulty of supplying 


the hydrogen gas required for this 
enormous balloon has been overcome 
by the United chemical works at Leo- 
poldshall. 


Only Germans will take part In the 


voyage, which is expected to beat the 
world's record, held by- Prance. As the 
prevailing winds in Europe are wester- 
ly, it is thought the balloon may be 
carried across Russia, though a voyage 
to China is not intended. Dr. Von 
Berold, director of jthe Royal Prussian 
Meteorological Institute of Berlin, 
says that Herr Andree had been rec- 
ommended by the Berlin authorities to 
make some such experiment before 
starting on his fatal voyage. The ad- 
vice was not accepted. Had it been, 
the Andree story might have run dif- 
ferently. 


In a recent interview Herr Zefcell 


said: "The undertaking which I have 
in hand will try simply to solve the 
important scientific problem of how 
long a time the up to date balloon, 
fully equipped with all modern ap- 
pointments and of great carrying ca- 
pacity, can be sustained in the air. 
My jonTBey in the balloon will be 
taken under the influence of a wester- 
ly or northwesterly wind, for which I 
shall wait. The proposed trip is ex- 
pected to embrace familiar countries 
only and at the most to extend into 
Asia. I shall use the international 
formula for transmitting messages as 
I pursue my course, the messages to 
be carried by the pigeons from all 
principal points over which we shall 
pass. 


"Besides the necessary scientific in- 


struments, photographic 
apparatus, 


carrier pigeons and provisions, the 
balloon' will be loaded with 
from 


about 60 to_65 hundredweight of bal- 
last The ballon will,have room, not 
only *f or all the usual equipments, ,but 
will afford plenty of space for the 
passengers, alternately, -to enjoy a rest. 


"My balloon is made of silk, three 


thicknesses in the. upper two-thirds 
and two in the lower third, all varnish- 
ed twice" over, insijle 'and out. Over 
all the seams are laid protecting strips, 
and to doubly insure tightness these 
will be varnished at the edges with a 
special preparation just before the 
start. 
There are two valves about 


half way Tip the balloon, nearly but 
not quite opposite each other, and 
there is a thirfl at tfie bottom. The 
lower valve works automatically. The 
others are controlled by ropes attach- 
ed to them on the inside and coming 
out of the balloon at, the bottom. 


"The balloon is incased in a heavy 


netting of hemp, ending below in sus- 
pension ropes, to which is attached 
what is known as the 'bearing ring.' 
This ring is of great importance; it is 
to the balloon much what a keel is to a 
ship. It is about seven and a half 
yards in circumference, is made of 
wood and braced with crossbars. To 
the bearing ring tie car or basket is 
attached by ropes. These, ropes are 
knitted into the wall of the car and 
fastened 
securely at the bottom. 


Above the car taey are encircled and 
braced by five horizontal ropes, equi- 
distant from each other, which thus 
form an effecttve guard. 


"Above these, about six and a half 


feet from the roof of the car, is still 
another. It is much shorter and draws 
the suspending ropes in a circle about 
half the diameter of that made by the 
lower ones. The car is cylindrical in 
form, made of wicker woven over a 
frame of wood. Iron and steel have 
been avoided In its construction, lest 
they might disturb the action of the 
magnetic instrument with which the 
balloon is equipped. At one side on 
the lower edge the car is sheared or 
beveled away, in order that on landing 
It may. strike more gently and not be 
overturned. Well up in the wall of 
the car are several small windows 
closed with glass, and near the bot- 
tom are openings closed with wood, 
while through the roof is a trapdoor. 
The whole car is covered with tar- 
paulin. 


"The interior of the car is chiefly for 


rest and retirement The place for 
work and observation Is. on the roof. 
Here is erected a sort of swinging gal- 
lery, free at the bottom, so that it may 
remain horizontal under the tip of the 
balloon, and shielded somewhat from 
the weather by a curtain of tarpaulin. 
In this gallery will be placed the sci- 
tntiflc 
instruments, 
thermometers, i 


barometers, cameras and so on."

CEMETERY IMPROVEMENT. 


* .Year'a Labor the New Ceme- 


tery i8 Completed. 


The enlargement and" improvement 


ol the East cemetery after more than 
a year's labor Is now completed and the 
burial lota ready for immediate sale. 


The improvement of the East ceme- 


tery is the result of a report of a com- 
mittee appointed by the town at its 
swinual meeting in, 1S97. The commit- 
tee consisting of George B. Waterman 
Clarence M, Smith and George P. Car- 
penter having performed the duty as- 
mgned them, reported recommending 
the enlargement of the East cemetery 
by acquiring lands of Mrs. George Z. 
Ford. Luke Madden and Georg-e Scott, 
the same to be properly graded and 
bsaivufied at a cost not- exceeding 
eight thousand dollars ($3,000.) 
The 


town accepted and adopted the report 
of the committee and appropriated thG 
above sum of money for the purpose. 
The services of F. E. Smith, C. E., of 
North Adams were secured to survey 
and prepare plans for the improvement. 
a plan submitted by Mr. Smith being 
accepted. After a short interval work 
of grading and building of roads was 
begun under the supervisttm of Wil- 
lard Moody, who successfully complet- 
ed the same in the autumn of 1S9S. 
Since that tim<? the finishing work has 
been done by the efficient sexton and 
superintendent of the cemetery,*4 John 
Burbridge, whose work shows for itself. 
The fine map and marking of the lots 
Is th« product of K. P. Linnell, C, E., 
of North. Adame, to whom the commit-

REPORT ON ALASKA. 


Favorable to Sheep and Cuttle IVal»- 


ius on Kudiak Island. 


P. V. Coville, one of the botanists of 


the agriouMural department, has just 
returned to Washington after two 
months spent in scientific research in 
Alaska, says the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. Mr. Coville was a member of 
the party which E. H. Harriman, the 
railroad magnate of New York, vook to 
Alaska. The party left Seattle May ?.t 
and returned Aug. 1. They went on a 
chartered steamer and explored all the 
islands and western coast of Alaska as 
far north as the Arctic ocean.« 


"We gathered an enormous amount 


of material, which will take about a 
year to get in shape for publication," 
eald Mr. Coville, "but one of the most 
interesting facts that I noted is the 
possibility of sheep and cattle raising 
in Alaska, especially sheep raising. On 
Kadiak island, -which contains-about 
3,000,000 acres, I found that the grass 
grew to the height of two feet and 
•would furnish excellent grazing for 
sheep and cattle. 


"The mercury seldom goes below 


zero, and men who live on the. island 
have for years raised small frocks of 
sheep for their own use, and the sheep 
wintered without any other food than 
that which they picked up. The snow- 
fall not being heavy, the sheep were 
able to find grazing all winter. The 
question of transportation might make 
it impracticable for cattle raising, but 
wool can be shipped by slow going 
steamers, and I see no reason why en- 
terprising ranchmen could not raise 
millions of sheep on Kadiak island and 
along the-coast •pt thetpeniqeuja close 
to the islancT, for there are miles of the 
coast line of the peninsula where the 
grazing is as luxuriant as on our west- 
ern farms." 


WARMAN LIKES ALASKA.

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KEEPS TAB ON CARRIERS. 


An Ingenious Device on Trial at tk« 


Washington Post office. 


The Washington postoffice authori- 


ties are making a test of an interesting 
device for registering collections at 
mail boxes. 
Two trial routes have 


been selected, and carriers on those 
routes have been equipped with the in- 
vention. 
This is of circular form, 


about fjpur inches in diameter, and car- 
ries inside a thin rim a slip of ordinary 
blotting paper. The inner part of the 
ring comprises a mechanism for regis- 
tering numbers, the principle of which 
may not be widely different from the 
usual tabulating stamp. Just inside 
the door of each mail box is a small 
Iron brace, one side screwed to the box, 
the free end having the letters of the 
route and the number of the box, as, 
for example, "CO 1." 


When the carrier opens the box, he 


eimply inserts the free end of the brace 
within a slot in the device, which he 
carries hi his letter pouch and readily 
adjusts at each box. The impress of 
the letters of the route and number of 
the box are impressed ,clearly on the 
paper, and the device automatically 
passes up one number for the next box 
—"CO 2," for instance. On returning 
to the postoffice the carrier deposits 
the bit of paper, which faithfully re- 
cords the route he has taken. 


The device has been on trial for a 


few days.by order of the postoffice de- 
partment and has worked most satis- 
factorily, says the Washington Post. 
It is intended not solely for the detec- 
tion of carriers who may 'shirk their 
work,-but also for the protection of 
those who are faithful. Recently the 
failure of carriers to collect an impor- 
tant letter on Fourteenth street was 
traced, but it was imp'osfeible to ascer- 
tain which one of two 'men was negli- 
gent in not visiting a certain mail box. 
Then occasionally new carriers who 
are unfamiliar with their route miss 
certain boxes for days. The invention 
prevents any possibility of such an oc- 
currence, as it is^ said to be impossible 
for a carrier to beat the device, which 
is both cheap and simple in mechan- 
ism. 


TEA EXPERIMENTS. 
• 


Progress of Cultivation In the South 


Carolina Garden. 


Dr. Charles U. Shepard, who Is In 


charge of th« experimental tea garden 
at Summerville, S. C., has made a re- 
port to the secretary of agriculture 
covering the progress made up to date, 
says the, Washington Star. He says 
there are aow about 50 acres of land 
under tea cultivation and that 3,000 
pounds were sold last year at a profit 
of 25 per cent. It is estimated that 
when ail the plants now growing ar- 
rive at maturity they will yield 10,000 
pounds annually. 
Dr. Shepard ex- 


presses the option that the fact that 
the tea plants lived through last win- 
ter, when the most Intensely cold 
weather in the history of the section 
was experienced, is a guarantee that 
the weather conditions will prove sat- 
isfactory. 


The labor problem, he says, has been 


solved by establishing a school for the 
education of negro, children in tea 
picking. The quality of the tea also 
has proved satisfactory. Of the black 
tea he says, "It has a distinctly char- 
acteristic flavor and, like some of thp 
choicer oriental teas, its liquor h;i<3 
more strength than its color indi- 
cates," The green tea, he says, has at- 
tracted keen interest in the trade and 
among consumers, and he adds that 
"oriental teas can hardly furnish the 
like in the United States." 


Native Troopa In

Rime will remain in the Philippines 
and recruit a regiment of native sol- 
diers in Ncgros at once, says the Ma- 
nila American of July 4.

Under the leadership of Amer- 
icans the Filipino or native soldiers are 
mnklng occasional campaigns against 
this class and are doing magnificent 
work, bagging five or six every week 
or so. With Insignificant squads of 
armed soldiers It has been possible to 
penetrate 60 or 70 miles Into the In- 
terior of the island.

AMERICAN HORSES ABROAD. 


Inroad* That Are Beln* Made by 


Them Into Gerniuny. 


American horses as well as manu- 


factures are making inroads upon the 
German markets and are giving the 
subjects of Emperor William some 
concern, says the Washington correr.. 
spondent of the Chicago Tribune. Con- 
sul Winter, at Annaberg, in dealing 
with the importation of horses into 
Germany sends an article from the 
Hamburger Nachrichten which says: 
"Importations 
from 
America 
have 


caused the horse raisers of Holstein 
to suffer much of late. A stock com- 
pany has just been formed in Berlin 
for the express purpose, of importing 
horses from the United States. The 
Americans have succeeded In breeding 
a horse which compares favorably In 
every way with the Holstein animal, 
especially in those points so highly 
prized in a work horse—namely, broad 
hips and large'bulld generally. 


"The 
best -markets for Holstein 


horses have always been the provinces 
of Saxony, Thuringia and Brunswick. 
The dem'and is created by the large 
sugar factories. These markets have 
been decreasing of late, owing to 
American horses being purchased in 
Berlin. A few days ago this Berlin 
company shipped a drove of SO through 
Hamburg en route for Milan, Italy, 
where they arc to be used on the tram- 
ways. 


"Almost every week a long freight 


train filled with American horses 
leaves the Berliner Bahnhof for va- 
rious parts of Germany. In spite of 
expensive freight and a. tariff of $7 
per head the Americans have built up 
a respectable competition in the Ger- 
man market."

if there should be the prompt measures 
taken by the local board will prevent 
any 
spread of disease 
beyond 
the 


house where the party is now located.
